The Admiral, which will con­ 
vey Mr. Roosevelt to Mombasa, sailed 
at midnight. 
T he ex-president's q u ar­ 
ters aboard were filled with flowers. 
Chief among these w ere bunches of 
red, w hite and black carnations from 
th e G erman em peror, and 
a great 
cluster of fragrant blossoms from the 
empress. 
Emj>eror William, indeed, showed 
great interest in the form er president. 
T he G erm an consul general, in the 
nam e of the em peror, carried to Mr. 
Roosevelt th e w arm est greetings, and 
a letter in which the em peror ex­ 
pressed the hope th a t he would see 
Mr. Roosevelt in Berlin on his return. 
In reply to this Mr. Roosevelt told 
th e consul general to inform the em ­ 
peror th a t ho would certainly go to 
th e German capital, and would tell 
his m ajesty “ how the white man can 
live and fight in Africa.” 
T hree hours elapsed between the ar­ 
rival of the H amburg and the landing 
of th e ex-president, as Mr. Roosevelt 
wished personally to superintend the 
handling of the baggage, of which he 
hart a large quantity. 
Meanwhile he 
w as the object of a continual ovation 
from Italian em igrants, who broke out 
into cheers every tim e they caught a 
glimpse of him, from th e moment the 
H am burg dropped anchor.

In reply to this Mr. Roosevelt told 
the consul general to inform the em­ 
peror that, he would certainly go to 
the German capital, and would tell 
his majesty “how the white man can 
live and fight in Africa.” 
Three hours elapsed between the ar­ 
rival of the Hamburg and the landing 
of the ex-president, as Mr. Roosevelt 
wished personally to superintend the 
handling of the baggage, of which he 
had a large quantity. 
Meanwhile he 
was the object of a continual ovation 
from Italian emigrants, who broke out 
into cheers every time they caught a 
glimpse of him, from the moment the 
Hamburg dropped anchor. 


WUNG ROOSEVELT IN FIGHT 


Kermit the Star Performer in Rough 
House on Steamer. 
Naples, April 6.—The voyage of the 
Hamburg from Gibraltar to Naples 
was enlivened by rough seas and a 
rough house in the smoking room. In 
the latter Kermit Rocffeevelt was the 
principal actor and thoroughly demon­ 
strated that he has inherited his fath­ 
er’s pugnacity and grit and Is in no 
sense in tile mollycoddle class. 
Trouble arose during a lively dollar 
limit poker game, in which Kermit 
and several of his fellow passengers 
were players. 
Kermit proved himself 
an adept at the game. 
He not only 
had a great run of luck, but showed 
his knowledge of the game by repeat­ 
ed bluffs successfully put through.

Lake Dyke Bill Passed. 


St. Paul, April 6.—The passage of 
the bill by J. M. Hackney of St. Paul 
permitting the establishment of a cor­ 
respondence course in farming in con­ 
nection 
with 
the fctate 
university 
Starts the state toward the head of 
the procession of states which are 
taking education to the homes of the 
people. 
* 
The bill was amended on general or­ 
ders by cutting 
the appropriation 
from $7 j,OOO to $50,000 and before 
passage it was further reduced to 
$30,000. One-third of this amount is 
to be distributed as prizes among the 
farmers for the best crops. The rest 
will start a bulletin service and a 
course of lectures in the country 
among the farmers upon topics close­ 
ly related to their work. 
Many of the country members were 
opposed to it, there being a minority 
report when the bill came from the 
senate finance committee. 
After a speech Ly F. B. Wright of 
Minneapolis, in wLich he called For­ 
mer Commissioner C. C. Andrews a 
pensioner who had never put out a 
fire and never will, the house killed 
the bill increasing the salary of the 
forestry commission from $1,500 to 
$2,000. 
C. E. Stone, the author, and several 
others said that a position with the 
responsibility of preserving hundreds 
of millings of dollars’ worth of tim ­ 
ber, should surely be worth $2,000 a 
year, but the house could not see it 
that way. 
Bill W ill Die in Committee. 
The senate committee on public 
health decided that It would be a 
waste of time to consider the Armour 
plant bill in the senate, and it will 
be permitted to die peacefully in com­ 
mittee. 
This bill gave jurisdiction 
over packing plants between two and 
five miles from a state building, to 
the state board of health. The bill 
was killed in the house, and there is 
little hope of a senate bill on the same 
rubject receiving favorable considera­ 
tion. 
The house killed the bill intro­ 
duced by C. J. W ohlhuter o f Albert 
Lea requiring the annual publication 
of the assessed valuation of each de­ 
scription of real property in Beach 
county. The editors of the state were 
behind the bill, and J. C. Morrison of 
the Morris Tribune and others ap­ 
peared before the house tax commit­ 
tee last week in favor of the bill, but 
the committee thought that it would 
cost the state about $100,000 a year 
for this work, without being of. any 
benefit to any one except the editors, 
In spite of some opposition during 
the debate, the house passed E. A. 
King’s hill requiring abutting owners 
to pay half each of the cost of parti­ 
tion fences when either of the prop­ 
erty owners think that fence is neces­ 
sary. 
The Gates bill, authorizing counties 
to erect their own tuberculosis sana- 
taria, passed the house. 


Farmer* to Get Pay for Healthy Cow*.

Swanson bill increasing the amount 
farmers will get for condemned tuber­ 
cular cattle. At present lf a cow is 
killed as the result of a tuberculin 
test and found to be free from the 
disease and farm er recovers nothing.

The house passed the bill Introduced 
by Representative R. J. Wells and 
others, doing away with the present 
contract system of buying books for 
the school libraries of the state. The 
bill allows school boards to buy their 
library books wherever they please, 
and if they certify to the state super­ 
intendent that they have expended 
$20 or more in the purchase of books 
the state will refund $10.

PRESIDENT QUOTED 
AS LEGALAUTHORITY 


Unique Occurrence in Standard 


Oil Case Hearing 


8t. Louis, April 6.—For the first 
time In the courts of this country a 
president of the United States was 
quoted as a prevailing legal authority 
In the close of Special United States 
Attorney General Frank B. Kellogg’s 
argument in the United States circuit 
couft in the government’s case to dis­ 
solve the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey because of alleged viola­ 
tions of the Sherman act. Mr. Kel­ 
logg read at length from a decision 
rendered by President Taft in the 
Chase-Addyston pipe case when he 
was a judge in Cincinnati. 
The issue in the case involved was 
an alleged restraint of trade. 
The federal lawyer hurried through 
his argument in a rapid manner, prom­ 
ising soon to conclude his opening re­ 
marks, leaving his associate, C. B. 
Morrison, to finish with an argument 
covering the alleged unfair competi­ 
tion of the defendants. As one of 
the four judges*'of the court is to 
leave St. Louis Saturday, Mr. Kellogg 
will insist upon the defense complet­ 
ing its argument by Friday night, 
This would leave John G. Milburn of 
New York, Moritz Rosenthal of Chi­ 
cago, John G. Johnson of Philadel­ 
phia and David G. Watson of Pitts­ 
burg only two and a half hours each 
for their defense, with Friday for the 
Standard’s concluding argument, and 
Saturday for Mr. Kellogg’s. This, the 
defense will bitterly oppose. In all 
likelihood the arguments will run well 
into next week, as fully five days will 
be required by the defendant’s law­ 
yers in stating their defense.

HASKELL MAKES HARD FIGHT 


Governor of Oklahoma T ries to Pre­ 


vent Case Coming to Trial. 
Tulsa, 
Okla., 
April 
6.—Governor 
Charles N. Haskell, when called be­ 
fore the federal court to answer to in­ 
dictments charging him with fraud in 
connection with , Muskogee town lot 
cases, made a hard fight against the 
case coming to trial. 
Judge Marshall of Utah, who is 
presiding, heard extended arguments 
by both sides in the matter of Has­ 
kell’s demurrer and likely will render 
a decision today. 
Governor Haskell’s attorneys began 
their fight by asking that the indict­ 
ments be quashed, charging Special 
Attorney General Rush with miscon­ 
duct in conducting the grand jury in­ 
quiry which respited in the indict­ 
ments. It also was charged that the 
grand jury had been illegally drawn, 
that a stenographer had been present 
at the inquiry, and that incompetent 
testimony had been the basis of the 
indictments. 
These allegations were vigorously 
denied by the government counsel. 
A great crowd attended the opening 
of the trial. People came from all 
parts of the state to see the unusual 
spectacle of a governor on trial for 
alleged fraud.
